A few months ago I had a let- 
ter from an American soldier in 
Korea.

his wife for him, and I judge he 
felt forgotten and neglected. An- 
other soldier, sitting in an am- 
munition truck wrote telling how 
he had picked up a copy of the 
booklet, “What Must I Do to be 
Saved?” and with nowhere to go 
and no one to talk to in his spare 
time, he had read the booklet 
through and his hungry heart 
found Christ and peace amid lone- 
liness. 

I urge every mother, every wife, 
every sister, every intimate friend 
of a soldier boy in the front bai- 
tle lines in Korea to write him 
frequently. Pray for him. Make

On Friday night, March 31, 


1939, a flood from a rain storm 
tore away a span of U. S. High- 
way 80 bridge at the Big Black 
River.

vince you, if you investigate the | 


matter with an honest heart. The 
evidence is overwhelming. 


Acts 1:2, 3 says that Christ 
gave commandments unto the 
apostles whom He had chosen, 
**To whom also he shewed himself 
alive after his passion by many 
infallible proofs, being seen of 
them forty days, and speaking of 
the things pertaining to the king- 
dom of God.” The Bible claims 
that Jesus showed Himself alive, 
“by many infallible proofs.” Any 
honest heart should consider those 
evidences which the Bible calls 
infallible. 


The Lord Jesus Himself drew 
near and walked with two disci- 
ples on the road to Emmaus, the 
day of His resurrection from the 
dead. Their eyes were holden, and 
they did not know who He was. 
He asked them why they were so 
cast down, and they told Him 
that Jesus was dead. Some of the 
women had been to the tomb and 
said that they had seen a vision 
of angels who said Jesus was risen 
from the dead, but they did not 
believe it. To these doubters of His 
resurrection, on that resurrection 
day, Jesus said, “O fools, and slow 
of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken: Ought not 
Christ to have suffered these 
things, and to enter into his glo- 
ry?” (Luke 24:25, 26). Then He 
began at Genesis and continuing 
with the other books of Moses and 


a 


all the prophets, “he expounded 
_unto them in all the scriptures the 
| things concerning himself.” Jesus 
speaking particularly of His own 
resurrection, said that anyone is 
_a fool and slow of heart to believe, 
‘if he does not accept the word 
of the Scriptures. 

This one crowning evidence of 
the truth of Christianity is credi- 
ble and reasonable, and the only 
_ people who do not believe it are 
those who have hearts which are, 
because of their own prejudice or 
desire, slow to believe the Bible, 
slow to listen to God’s Word. Only 
_bias, prejudice, or wicked attitude 
make people doubt the resurrec- 
tion of Christ. We will consider 
‘some of this evidence. And the 
‘more you study it, the more you 
‘read the Bible, the more you see 
the effect of the Bible Christian- 
ity in changing lives and hearts 
‘and society, the more you are 
, bound to be impressed with infall- 
\ible evidence that Christ rose 
from the dead. 


Jesus said, “If any man willeth 
to do his will, he shall know of the 
teaching, whether it is of God, or 
whether I speak from myself” 
(John 7:17 R.V.). The same verse, 
in the new Confraternity trans- 
laton of the New Testament by 
Catholic scholars says, “If anyone 
desires to do his will, he will know 
of the teaching whether it is from 
God, or whether I speak on my 
own authority.” Anyone who real- 
ly wants to know the truth about 
Christ and His resurrection will 
find out. God will help him to 
know the truth. The evidence will 
be overwhelming, if the heart at- 
titude is right as one studies the 
matter.

The Character and Person of 
Christ Make It Easy to 
Believe in His Resurrection 


The proven character of Christ 
makes His resurrection from the 
dead easy to believe. He claimed 
to be deity, one with the Father. 
In the books of Isaiah, Matthew, 
and Luke, very specific claim is 
made that He was born of a vir- 
gin, supernaturally conceived by 
the Holy Spirit. All the references 
to Christ in the Old Testament 
and the New presuppose that He 
is God incarnate, that He is the 
God-man. That such an one, God 
come in the flesh, should prove 
His deity by rising from the dead 
is sensible and believable. Those 
who do not believe in Christ’s 
deity started their unbelief far 
earlier than that; they do not be- 
lieve in Christ Himself, 


Who is there in all human his- 
tory like Christ? His personality, 
His moral purity, His spiritual in- 
sight, His overwhelming wisdom,

set Him apart as the only one of 
His kind. Jesus Christ is absolute- 
ly unique. When we compare with 
Him Socrates, or Buddha, or Mo- 
hammed, or Gandhi, or Lenin, or 
Shakespeare, or Napoleon, or 
Washington, or Lincoln, or Roose- 
velt, we find that there is no com- 
parison. The sages, the intelligent- 
sia, the learned of the world are 
children beside His wisdom. Their 
moral codes and systems are frag- 
mentary and inadequate beside 
His sayings. The heroes of the 
world have their faults and frail- 
ties and it is taken for granted 
that Jesus Christ has neither fault 
nor frailty. He could boldly chal- 
lenge His critics, “Which of you 
convinceth me of sin?” (John 8: 
46). If Jesus Christ said He would 
rise from the dead, then sensible 
people will believe it. 


The Bible Has Proven Itself 
Credible, so Its Account of 
the Resurrection Can Be 
Believed 


The inspiration of the Bible, the 
deity of Christ, and Christ’s bodily 
resurrection from the dead all 
stand or fall together. If the Bible 
be true, then the resurrection of 
Christ can be accepted by sensible 
people as a fact. And, thank God, 
the evidence is overwhelming for 
the authenticity and divine in- 
spiration and infallibility of the 
Bible. 


Scientists in every field that 
touches the Bible and the state- 
ments the Bible makes are con- 
tinually accumulating evidence 
that the Bible can be trusted. The 
Bible is_ scientifically accurate. 
Ten times in Genesis, chapter one, 
it is declared that animals and 
plants are to bring forth a/ter 
their kind. That is, there will be 
variation within the species only. 
Scientists have never been able 
to break this rule. They have 
never seen any new species start- 
ed. The Scripture says that “the 
life of the flesh is in the blood” 
(Lev. 17:11). And now all medical 
men agree, though 150 years ago 
they would have denied the state- 
ment or would have had no idea 
what it meant. The Scripture de- 
clares that the earth is hung out 
in space on nothing (Job 26:7), 
that it is round (Isaiah 40:22), 
and that it turns on its axis so 
that at the same instant, in vary- 
ing parts of the earth, it is night, 
morning, midday (Luke 17:34-36). 

The historical part of the Bible 
is fast proving itself true. Mod- 
ernists and infidels delighted to 
say that in the days of Moses no 


one could read and write. Since 
the discovery of the Tel E] Amar- 
na tablets, all historians know 
that the guessers were wrong and 
the Bible is right. Scoffers said 
that the nation of Hittites discus- 
sed in detail in the Bible never 
really existed. But now extended 
inscriptions on stone and tablets 
have been deciphered in the Holy 
Land and elsewhere proving that 
the Hittites were a mighty race 
of people and a great nation. His- 
torical and geographical details 
mentioned by the Bible are prov- 
ing true more and more as the 
facts are discovered from profane 
sources. There really were two 
cities, Sodom and Gomorrah, de- 
stroyed by fire from heaven. Their 
ruins are under the Dead Sea and 
grave-yards have been found near 
the Dead Sea with the marks of 
fire and brimstone on the rocks. 
Historically and scientifically the 
Bible has proved itself to any hon- 
est investigating mind.

The evidence presented to the 
New Testament Christians was 
overwhelming.

And thenceforth the New Testa- 
ment preachers followed a regu- 
lar pattern when they proclaimed 
that Jesus was risen from the 
dead. The apostles insisted that 
they themselves had seen Him 
alive, that they had put their 
hands upon Him, had seen Him 
eat and drink. When they worked

The apostles were very practi- | 
cal men, not easy to deceive. Al- 
though Jesus told them again and 
again that He would rise from the 
dead, they did not understand or 
they simply could not believe the 
truth. There is no evidence that 
a single one of the New Testament 
Christians had much faith that 
Christ would rise from the dead. 
They were so set in their convic- 
tion that Christ was dead, per- 
manently dead, that even when 
they saw Him many did not recog- 
nize Him at first. Mary thought 
He was the gardener. The two dis- 
ciples on the road to Emmaus in 
Luke 24 did not recognize Him. 
The apostles did not first believe 
when the women told them that: 
He was risen from the dead. 
Doubting Thomas did not believe | 
the others of the eleven when they | 
told him plainly that they had 
seen and talked with the risen) 
Saviour. Mark 16:9-13 discusses | 
this unbelief of the disciples. “Now 
when Jesus was risen ‘early the 
first day of the week, he appeared | 
first to Mary Magdalene, out of | 
whom he had cast seven devils. 
And she went and told them that 
had been with him, as_ they 
mourned: and wept. And they, 
when they had heard that he was 
alive, and had been seen of her, 
believed not. After that he ap- 
peared in another form unto two 
of them, as they walked, and went 
into the country. And they went 
and told it unto .the residue; nei- 
ther believed they them.” 


The disciples did not believe 
Mary Magdalene. They did not be- 
lieve those two who walked on the 
road to Emmaus and talked to 
Jesus. When Jesus sat with them 
He “upbraided them with their 
unbelief and hardness of heart, be- 
cause they believed not them 
which had seen him after he was 
risen.” 


Even when the rest of the dis- 
ciples were convinced that Jesus 
had really risen from the dead, 


' 


; 
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miracles they declared it was by 
the power of the resurrected 
Christ. (For example, Acts 4:10.) 
If they were filled with the Holy 
Ghost and mighty power, they ex- 
plained it as a gift from the risen 
Saviour (Acts 2:32.33). Saul of 
Tarsus was convinced of the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ. So were 
all of the mighty Christians of his 
day. They declared that they knew 
personally the witnesses — above 
five hundred people had seen Him 
at one time after His resurrection, 
most of whom were still alive (1 
Cor. 15:6). 


The fact that the proof was 
overwhelming to the honest hearts 
who faced the evidence immedi- 
ately following Christ’s resurrec- 
tion is conclusive. If you, any hon- 
est reader, had lived at Jerusalem 
and wanted to know the truth, 
you would have been convinced 
that Jesus was risen from the 
dead, just as all the others who 
wanted to know the truth believed 
it then. The fact that all New 
Testament Christians became con- 
vinced of Christ’s resurrection, 
and most of them against their 
will, proves that the evidence is 
beyond question and incontrovert- 
ible. 


What Were the ‘Infallible 
Proofs’ Which Convinced 
Everybody Who Investi- 
gated That Jesus Was 
Literally Risen From 
the Dead? 


The Scripture says in Acts 1:3 
that Jesus showed Himself alive 
after His passion “by many infall- 
ible proofs.” What were these 
proofs,.so conclusive, so compel- 
ling that every New Testament 
Christian was convinced, and that 
the truth could not successfully be 
gainsaid in that whole generation? 


First of all, Jesus actually ap- 
peared alive, to the sight of mul- 
titudes. They saw Him face to 
face! First Corinthians 15:4-8 
gives a long list of those who saw

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He’s Got It

I am referring to Dr. J. Oscar 
Wells. and what he’s got is what 
it takes to lead a church in a suc- 
cessful soul-winning campaign. His 
is honestly one of the most unique 
ministries of any evangelist I 
know. 


For one thing, his background 
is one of varied experiences and 
adventure. Consider this: He is 
still only thirty-six years old. And 
yet:— 

After high school he went to 
John Tarleton, then Baylor Uni- 
versity and finally to Texas Tech 
where he received his sheepskin. 
He did post-graduate work at 
Southwestern Theological Semi- 
nary in Ft. Worth, Texas, and 
high-tailed it off to China as a 
missionary almost before he was 
old enough to use Burma Shave! 


In China he worked part of the 
time as a hospital evangelist under 
a famous doctor, married the boss’ 
daughter, became a personal 
friend of Generalissmo Chiang 
Kai-Shek and began teaching Chi- 
nese Christians to go from house 
to house doing personal work. The 
work was going strong when the 
Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor, 
and Dr. Wells and his loved ones 
found themselves in a Japanese 
concentration camp. Here his 
father-in-law starved to death and 
the Wells’ suffered many hard- 
ships before being liberated. 

After the war, Dr. Wells could 
not immediately retur. to China 
because of the severe illness of his 
little daughter and, later, China's 
doors were closed. 


Win Them Here! 


He had been an evangelist im 
China and he is an evangelist... 
period. If he could not return to 
China to win souls, he would win 
souls here. There is a fire in his 
bones! He must preach! While in 
Japan, following his liberation he 
preached. And in the Phillipines, 
on his way home he preached. And 
his preaching gets results. He is 
a strong pulpit preacher and souls 
are saved in the public services. 
But the thing that is so different, 
so unique, in his campaigns is the 
fact that he gets others to work. 


House-to-House 


He does something most of us 
do not seem to be able to do— 
he gets laymen to really working. 
He announces that he wants to 
meet with would-be soul winners 
early in the mornings. If I made 
an announcement like that, just 
the pastor and me and an old 
man on crutches would show up! 
But Wells can get them out—they 


come! He has large numbers at 
the morning services. There he 


gives instruction on_soul winning 
and sends them out two-by-two 
to win souls. And it works! 


I KNOW 
I‘ know Wells gets results be- 
cause I worked with him in one 
large union revival campaign. I 
remember two things. First, one 
morning when the seven of us 
(members of the revival party) 
were having devotions, he wept 
as he prayed for God to break 
our hearts and give us tears. And 
he spread concern and fire to 
those who came for the morning 
meetings. Second, he and a group 
of preachers and laymen person- 
ally visited hundreds of homes and 

won scores to Christ. 


Others Tell Me 

And I know he wins souls in 

_ his revival cam- 

== paigns because 
pastors write to 
tell me. Pastors 
say, “The great- 
- est revival in 
the history of 
* the church... 
* Our people 
; learned to work 
during this re- 
Vival as they 
have never done 
before. Several 
of our members left their own 
work and gave ‘their whole time 
to the revival.” He goes on to 
tell of the conversions. Another 
writes, ‘The secret of the meeting 
was ... the large amount of per- 
sonal visitation - « Over 1,500 
miles were taken up in driving 


from. door to door visiting the 
lost!” 


Evangelist Leaves, 
Revival Stays 


Naturally this kind of evangel- 
ism has lasting qualities.

the battlefield, if need be, is un- 
appreciated. 

Thousands of men from the 
armed services wrote to me during 
World War II and thousands more 
letters came as the boys returned 
home. More than once some shock- 
ing condition which seemed to 
show neglect or ingratitude on the 
part of those at home made sol- 
dier boys ask, “I wonder if it was 
worth it? I give up everything to 
defend my country and risk my 
life. It does not seem to be ap- 
preciated.’”’ One husband wrote me 
one of the saddest letters 1 have 
ever received. He came home to 
find that his wife had taken a job 
in a defense plant, had fallen in 
love with another man, had gone 
into outrageous sin with him, and 
now wanted a divorce to marry 
the other man. Another man tried 
so hard to stay clean and good 
because he was passionately in 
love with a beautiful girl who was 
waiting for him. But it turned 
out that she had not waited. When 
he was wounded in action and 
spent a long time in a hospital, 
she broke the engagement and 
married another man. He felt 
crushed in heart that the man his 
sweetheart married had stayed at 
home, made a good deal of money 
during the war, was promoted by 
his company, and now got his (the 
wounded soldier’s) girl. 

A number of men were deeply 
concerned to come home and find 
that it was very difficult for them 
to fit in to a job where they had 
worked before, and they felt there 
was little patience and little help 
in that, not only by employers 
but by fellow-workers. I think in 
general employers tried to re-em- 
ploy soldiers when they could, and 
our government insisted upon 
that; still thousands of men felt 
that their sacrifice of years out of 
their lives and the harassing of 
mind and the upset of their whole 
lives Was not appreciated by those 
of us who stayed at home and who 
were protected by their great sac- 
rifice, whether they lived and re- 
turned, or whether they died. 

I believe that as a nation we 
have miade generous provision for 
our soldiers in pay, insurance, sup- 
port: for dependents, college tui- 
tion and other training, hospitali- 
zation and medical care. I believe 
that often we have been victimized 
by individual servicemen. But at 
the same time, all the money pro- 
vided by the government cannot 
take the place of sincere love and 
prayer and gratitude whigh our 
boys in far-off Korea need and 
ought to have from their loved 
ones. O America, do not forget 
those young heroes who offer their 
lives for their country and for my 
protection and yours! 


In a Way, We are in Front- 
Line Trenches, Too 


We feel that we here at THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD are in Christ’s 
front-line trenches. We are in the 
forefront of the battle against sin, 
the battle to keep souls out of 
Hell, the battle to “purify the 
churches, to clean up the lives of 
Christians, to stop modernism and 
infidelity, especially among the 
people of God. Don’t we deserve 
your love, your letters, your sup- 
port? 

Modernists hate the idea of the 
Christian ministry being a war. 
Modernists know no _ personal 
Devil. They do not believe- that 
human nature is depraved and 
tainted with sin, ‘They do not be- 
lieve our civilization is doomed. 
They do not even believe that an 
individual must be born again to 
see God in peace. Modernists hate 
the idea of Christian service as a 
warfare. They are not angry at 
the Devil, not angry at sin. They 
have no fear that sinners will 
wake, unrepentant, in the fires of 
Hell. They do not wrestle against 
the powers of darkness. 

But Bible Christians know that 
We have a war on our hands 
against sin and Satan and the 
rulers of darkness in high places. 
Paul said, by divine inspiration, 
‘The weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong 
holds” (II Cor. 10:4). 

Paul wrote to Timothy, “Fight 
the good fight of faith...” @ 
Tim. 6:12). 

The Ephesian Christians were 
commanddl to “put on the whole 


armour of God, that ye may be 
able to stand against the wiles of 
the devil. For we wrestle not 
against flesh and _ blood, but 
against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high plac- 
es. Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to 
stand” (Eph, 6:11-13). The Chris- 
tian was commanded to have the 
girdle of truth, the breastplate of 
righteousness, the shoes of the 
Gospel, the shield of faith, the 
helmet of salvation, and _ the 
blessed sword of the Spirit, the 
Word of God. 


And when Paul neared death 
he wrote saying, “I have fought 
a good fight .”’ (IL Tim. 4:7). 

The Christian life is a warfare. 
There are dangers, persecutions, 
pains, and enemies. Satan, de- 
mons, spiritual wickedness in high 
places, and evil men all fight 
Bible Christianity when it is 
pressed by Spirit-filled people try- 
ing to obey the Great Commission 
of Jesus Christ. 

Down through the ages some 
Christians have been in the front- 
lines in the battle -against Satan, 
the battle for Christ, the battle 
to wrest souls out of the hands 
of the wicked one, as David took 
the lamb from the mouth of the 
lion! The Apostle Paul was an 
example. So were all the apostles 
and martyrs. Some gave up home, 
loved ones, comfort, and friends 
to go to far-off fields of service, 
to be missionaries, to be Jonely, 
poor, abused, strangers, hated for 
Christ’s sake, and to win souls. 
Others endured cruel mockings 
and scourgings. The Catholic 
church in the days of the Span- 
ish Inquisition murdered multi- 
plied thousands, even as_ they 
have murdered Protestants and 
Protestant missionaries in recent 
months in Mexico, in Colombia, 
and in Spain. Communists have 
murdered their millions of Chris- 
tians in recent years. 


Others on the front-line trench- 
es have been the great soul win- 
ners who have taken all manner 
of criticism and slander, have 
risked all to keep people out of 
Hell. They have smitten every 
heresy, founded most of our good 
Christian schools, have defended 
the faith. Bob Jones University 
has stood in the front-line of the 
battle in turning out soul win- 
ners, in daring to break with tra- 
ditional ways of building a school, 
of meeting the educational stand- 
ards of worldlings and infidels, in 
standing for the “old-time reli- 
gion.” Dr. Lee Roberson has been 
on the front-line in working inde- 
pendent of denominational bosses 
and programs to win thousands and 
train soul winners. Dr. Carl Mac- 
Intire and many others have stood 
in the front lines of the fight 
against modernism that would 
deny the deity of Jesus Christ, 
would deny the authority of the 
Bible, that would insult the effi- 
cacy of the blood of our Saviour. 
(sod bless every man who sticks 
nis neck out and is willing to suf- 
fer and be slandered, to oppose 
modernism and to defend the 
faith! I do not say that all the 
evangelists, all those who fight to 
defend the faith, are blameless. I 
do say that We are in the front- 
line trenches in the battle for 
Jesus Christ. 

Missionaries, thousands of them 
around the world, are in the 
front-line trenches in the war 
against heathen darkness, against 


demons, against Satan himself, 
against evil religions, Of course 
some on the foreign field, just 


like many at home, are interested 
in and busy about secondary de- 
tails of the Christian war, and are 
not in the front-line trenches. But 
many missionaries are in the 
front-line trenches. They suffer. 
They weep. They pray. They are 
slandered, abused, persecuted. 
They are in hand-to-hand conflict 
with Satan over lost souls. 

We here at the Sword of the 
Lord office feel that we are in 
the very van of the attack, are in 
the front-line fight for soul win- 
ning, the fight against sin, against 
heresy, against modernism, 
against formalism, against world- 
liness. We strain every nerve and 
throw in every resource We have 
to try to carry out the commis- 


sion of Jesus Christ, to get the 
Gospel to every creature. We la- 
bor, and weep, and pray, and toil, 
and sacrifice, to stir revival fires, 
to defend evangelism and practice 
it and preach it. This editor has 
been defamed, slandered, accused, 
hated, and feared by worldly 
Christans, by modernistic preach- 
ers, by compromising denomina- 
tionalists who put the denomina- 
tional program ahead of Jesus 
Christ and the Bible. 


The other day a Catholic priest 
wrote me, making every vile 
charge against me. Today an of- 
ficer of the Committee of Publi- 
cation for the Christian Science 
cult called me long distance from 
Chicago to protest against the 
teaching in THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp and the exposure which we 
published (by the late Dr. R. A.

when one comes 
trusts in him, he has everlasting 
life and shall not come into con- 
demnation, but is kept by the 
power of God, this Arminian 
brother misrepresented me. Thou- 
sands of other good people believe 
in the security of a believer, but 
do not publish pamphlets on the 
question as I do, or preach to set- 
tle people continually on salva- 
tion by grace without works. So 
we who do*take the public stand 
for eternal salvation by grace and 
against modernism, against here- 
sy, against worldliness and sin, get 
the abuse others do not get. 


Do -not misunderstand me; I 
thank God that He has called me 
to be an evangelist. I thank God 
that He has called me to take a 
firm stand against sin, against 
modernism, against false cults. I 
thank God that He has given me 
a burden of soul for the churches, 
to help bring about revival, to 
call out young men upon whom 
He has laid His hand, to lead in 
soul winning. He has called me 
to press upon Christians the need 
for holy living, the need to be 
filled with the Spirit, the bounden 
duty of soul winning for every 
Christian. I have no complaint 
but rather a sincere delight in the 
high calling God has given me 
and in the privilege of suffering 
and denying self and giving time, 
money, labor, tears, to Win souls 
and work in front-line trenches. 

But doesn’t God want all real 
Christians to remember us who 
are in the front-line trenches? 
The boys in Korea do not com- 
plain; neither do we. But home 
folk ought to write those in 
Korea, and readers of THE Sworpb 
OF THE LorD ought to write us 
this Letter-Month, up until April 
10. I believe that it would be~-a 
sin for Christians who believe the 
Bible, for Christians who read 
THB SWORD OF THE Lorp, for Chris- 
tians Who want to win souls, not 
to give us the encouragement of 
your letters, the encouragement 
of your support. Those in front- 
line trenches deserve the support 
of those for whom they labor and 
sacrifice.

If you have a soldier in Korea, 
I realize that you have some other 
things to think about. Teachers

head slipped away from the han- 
dle, bounded into the water and 
sank out of sight. And the man, 
in great embarrassment, turned to 
the man of God, who said: “Where 
fell it?

The Miracles of Elisha 


This illustration is one of the 
miracles of Elisha. There is a very 
sharp contrast between the mir- 
acles of Elisha and those of Eli- 
jah. Elijah seemed always to do 
great things, Elisha the common- 
place, every-day things. Elisha 
and Elijah walk along together. 
They come to Bethel, to Gilgal, 
to the fords of Jordan, and Elijah 
turns to Elisha, saying, “Better 
tarry here, for the Lord will take 
me away from you,” and he would 
not. And the sons of prophets 
came out and said, “Elisha, better 
tarry here, for the Lord will take 
away your master.” And he said, 
‘As the Lord liveth and as thy 
soul liveth, I will not leave thee.” 


And Elijah, looking upon him, 
said, “Elisha, what will you hhave 
me give unto thee?” And he said, 
“QO master, a double portion of 
thy spirit.” And Elijah said, 
“You have asked a hard thing, but 
if you keep your eyes fixed upon 
me you shall have it.” They came 
to the Jordan, and Elijah took 
off his old mantle and smote the 
waters, and, dry-shod, they went 
over on to-the other side. Sudden- 
ly the skies brightened and a 
chariot of fire and steeds of fire 
appeared. Then the whirlwind was 
on and Elijah was caught up by 
the whirlwind and Elisha, over- 
powered for the moment, stood 
looking at him. Then, stretching 
forth his hands, I imagine I hear 
him shout, “My father, my father. 
The chariot of Israel and the 
horsemen thereof.” And Elijah 
took his old mantle, leaned out 
from the whirlwind, held it for a 
second, and then dropped it. It 
came fluttering down through the 
air until it was upon the shoul- 
ders of Elisha. And he was ready. 
And note this, he did not take the 


master’s mantle and wrap it 
around him and say, “Isn’t this 
comfortable?” 


Many a man has received the 
Holy Ghost for power and lost 
Him, because of this spirit. Elisha 
did not wrap his master’s mantle 
around him and say, “I shall take 
this back and Keep it as ‘a matter 
of pride.” Many a man has re- 


ceived a blessing and lost it for. 


this very same reason. He used 
the master’s mantle in the same 
way that Elijah had used it. He 
smote the waters, then came over 
unto the other shore. Now, from 
this time on his miracles are of 
the homely sort. 


He hears of a certain place, 
where there is a bitter spring, and 
he sweetens the waters and makes 
the place more thhabitable and the 
land more fertile. He learns of a 
certain woman who is troubled 
because of debt, and he goes into 
her home and asks for her pos- 
sessions. She has only a cruse of 
oil. He tells her to go through the 
village borrowing empty vessels. 
When she brings them, he tells 
her to secure a still greater num- 
ber. When she brings them he 
tells her to pour out the oil into 
them. This she did until they were 
filled. Then she sold the oil and 
paid her debts and her home was 
filled with rejoicing. 


He is told by the Shunamite 
woman that her ‘boy is dead. He 
comes down from the mountain, 
makes his way across the plain, 
goes up into the prophet’s cham- 
ber where the boy is lying, and 
prays, and the boy lives again. 
This is like Elisha. And so when 
the man finds only the axe-handle 
in his hand, and the axe-head 
gone, it is only natural for him 
to turn to this man of God and 
say, “Alas, Master, for it Was 
borrowed.” And for the man of 
God to say, “Where fell it? And 
he showed him the place. And he 
cut down a stick, and cast it in 
thither; and the iron did swim.” 


Jesus Is a Miracle Working 
Saviour 
If this were the only instance 


of the kind in the Scriptures, I 
might question it, but the Bible 


is full of stories like this. I turn 
to the New Testament and I find 
there the story of the woman who 
for eighteen years had been bowed 
with infirmity. She could in no 
wise lift herself up. She had spent 
all her living on physicians, and 
could be healed by ‘none of them. 
She was a dwarf in stature. I 
have imagined her sometimes, 
when alone in her home, when no 
eye could look upon her, trying 
to straighten out her arm, and she 
could not. I have imagined her 
trying to lift up her poor body, 
and she could not. But one day 
Jesus sees her stooping over in her 
infirmity, and with alll His divine 
power He speaks, saying, ‘“Wo- 
man, thou art loosed,” and she 
stood up. The iron did swim. He 
is always bringing these things to 
pass. 


I see a woman taken in her sin. 
She is being hounded by men who 
are professing great virtue them- 
selves. They are attempting to 
stone her with stones and she is 
running like a frightened deer. 
I imagine her stumbling and fall- 
ing. I imagine a stone striking her. 
I see her rise from her fallen posi- 
tion, with the blood blinding her 
eyes. She is hastening on when, 
suddenly, she sees Jesus. I think 
I see her fall at His feet. 


The law condemned her, the 
world stoned her; but Jesus for- 
gave her. And when they came up 
to Him they found Him bending 
over and writing in the sand. 
They say that when the woman 
came to Him as an impure wo- 
man, He bowed His face because 
He was a pure man, and he wrote 
abstractly in the sand to hide his 
confusion. I do not believe it. I 
am sure it is not so. 


There is an old legend which 
declares that when Jesus bent 
over to write, He was writing the 
name of a man who stood in the 
crowd, and as this man leaned 
forward, he read his own name. 
And the rest of the sentence was 
this: “So-and-So is himself an ex- 
tortioner.” And the man drops the 
stone in his hand and goes. Jesus 
Writes another name. “So-and-So 
is himself an adulterer.” And fifty

men drop the stones in their~ 
hands and flee away. He continues 
writing name after name, and 
man after man leaves, until at 
last, lifting up His eyes and see- 
ing only the woman at His feet 
and the men all gone, He says, 
“Woman, where are thine accus- 
ers? Doth no man accuse thee?” 
And she said, “No man, Lord.” 
And He said, “Neither do I con- 
demn thee.” And she stood up and 
was free. And the iron did swim.

touched. And I saw that man walk 
down in the presence of four thou- 
sand people, climb up on to the 
high platform by my side, and 
say, “Friends, I am climbing up 
out of hell, and you must help 
me.” And although he was clad 
in rags, there came up to him a 
beautifully-dressed woman, who 
said, “My husband will take you 
to our home this evening.” The 
other day there came a letter to 
us from Canada, written by the 
Presbyterian minister, who said: 
“— wish you could see our man. 
His face is shining. I wish you 
could hear him speak. He is filled 
with the power of God. I wish you 
could have heard him lead our 
meeting last night. Scores of peo- 
ple were impressed and many of 
them converted.” And the iron did 
swim. 

“Ah, but that is Canada,” you 
say. Then let me take you to an- 
other land. One of the first days 
that we were in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, I heard a rap at my door 
in the hotel. I said, “Come in,” 
and a frightened face appeared for 
a moment at the door. I have 
never for a moment gotten that 
face out of my vision. A note was 
handed in, and I read, “Dear Sir: 
I have been a drunkard for four 
years. I have tried my best to 
overcome the awful disease and 
passion, but I cannot. Please pray 
for me.” Then the person appear- 
ed at the door again for a mo- 
ment, and she said: “I came just 
to see that you got it in your 
hand,” and was gone. I have 
scarcely passed through a single 
night since, that I have not seen 
her face, sometimes with a look 
of stolid indifference on it, some- 
times it seemed to me bathed in 
tears, and she almost on the point 
of decision. One night I saw her 
stand in one of the churches and, 
with trembling tones, say thai 


through the day she had gotten | 


the victory, that under the power 
of the singing she had seen Jesus, 
and with the memory of her sweet 
mother she had made one great 
effort by thé Help of God. She 
was in our meetings after that, 
clothed and in her right mind. All 
the look of womanhood. back, all 
the power of virtue back, all the 
strength of Christian grace back 
And the iron did swim. 


Christians Who Have Lost 
the Power of God 


But my message is also for the 
man and for the woman who is 
a member of the Church. There 
is many a man in the Church to- 
day, and many a woman, too, in 
the predicament of the man who 
lost the axe-head. The man with 
the axe-handle in his hand could 
have gone on, apparently chopping 
wood. He could have raised the 
axe-handle and brought it’ down, 
and the man fifty feet away 
would not have known that he 
was working without an axe-head. 
But Il was raised in the country, 
and I know that it is a good deal 


more difficult to swing an axe- 
handle without a head, than to 


swing one with an axe-head. And 
it is a good deal more difficult to 
keep up the form of religion, than 
to live the real thing, and many 
of you are keeping up the form 
only. You are working without 
an axe-head. 


Who are the people that are 
doing this? First, some of us who 
are ministers. There was a day 
when God spoke through our min- 
istry. There was a day when, ris- 
ing to plead, there was a passion 
in our words. There was a day 
when, as we proclaimed Jesus 
Christ, men and women flocked to 
the mercy seat. There was a day 
when, as we preached, we could 
see Him, and people knew that we 
saw Him. And now we preach the 
same sermons, and we use the 
same illustrations, and we use the 
same methods, and there is no 
power. And there are Church of- 
ficers, who, in times gone by, tes- 
tified for Jesus Christ in. their 
homes. They had a family altar. 
They spoke the name of their chil- 
dren in their petitions. They went 
to Church, and as they rose to 
speak, everybody gave them the 
closest attention. And to-day the 
altar is gone, and power is gone 
with it, and they have not been-at 
the church nor at the prayer- 
meeting for a month, and they 
have no power. There are Chris- 


tian people to-day whose exper- 
ience in other days could best be 
told in the words of the hymn, 
“O happy day that fixed my 
choice.” And if there is any othér 
hymn that could write their his- 
tory, it is this one: 


Were the whole realm of nature 
mine, 
That were a 
small, 
Love so amazing, so divine, 
Bp ee my life, my soul, my 
all, 


You are without power to-day. 
You are not a soul winner. You 
have lost your influence over your 
husband. You have lost your in- 
fluence on your children, you have 
lost your influence in the Church 
and in the city. The axe-head is 
gone. No power. What is the axe- 
head? Well, I should say the axe- 
head may be the conscious pre- 
sence of Christ, the indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit of God, the Word 
of God burning in your life and 
ringing in your message. And you 
have lost it. The searching part of 
the text is this: Where fell it? 
What if the man who had lost the 
axe-head had said to the man of 
God, “I do not know where it fell. 
Down here, possibly. Maybe yon- 
der.” I think the man of God 
would have said, “When you find 
where it fell, come and tell me.” 
And the man of God said, “Where 
fell it? And he showed him the 
place.” There is the lesson for you. 
You know the place where you lost 
power. No minister is required to 
tell you. No evangelist need tell 
you. You know the place. You lost 
it when you neglected the Bible. 
You lost it when you crowded 
prayer into a corner. You lost it 
when you did not confess your 
sin. You lost it when you neg- 
lected the Church. You Jost it 
when you were in league with the 
world. You lost it at the card- 
table. You Jost it at the dance. 
You know where you lost it.

And the boy look- 
ed up into his mother’s face, his 
lips trembling and his own face 
growing white, as he said, “Moth- 
er, I did not do it.” 

When-the time of the trial came 
on, the judge said to the mother, 
“If you will persuade your boy 
to plead ‘Guilty’ we will be easy 
with him.”

Then raising 
up her face, down which the tears 
were streaming, she said, “‘Chap- 
lain, go back as quickly as you 
can, and tell him that I love him.” 
And that is God. Infinite in His 
mercy, matchless in His love. He 
loves you. I call you ‘back to-day. 


Sinner, Jesus Waits Today 
to Give You Forgiveness, 
Deliverance, Salvation 


I have only one thing to say in 
conclusion. My message to-day is 
for the man who is not a Chris- 
tian. He is deep down in sin, away 
in the blackness of despair. How 
are you going to get him up? Of 
course, in these days of worldly- 
wise men We have all sorts of sug- 
gestions. The political reformer 
comes along and tells us that we 
need better political conditions. Of 
course we do, but they can never 


take the place of salvation. The 
sociologist says that all the sys- 
tems of men are wrong. He tells 


us to change our systems, and men 
will be better. Of course they will, 


hut all the sociology in the world 
cannot save the sinner. 


Then there are others who tell 
us that the axe-head is not off, 
but that we only think it is off. 
They tell us to just think it is on 
and to proceed to use the axe- 
handle and we will be all right. 
I am not against the political re- 
former; he has my sympathy and 
support.’I am not against the so- 
ciologist; I believe in him. But I 
know only one way to get the sin- 
ner up. This is the way, “And I, 
if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me.” There 
is no way to lift the sinner up ex- 


cept by the drawing power of 
Jesus Christ. Preach Him, sing 


Him, live Him. That is the secret. 
Then there is hope. 

One night there came into one 
of the Missions in New York, a 
man who, because of his sin, was 
bent down like a dwarf. Natural- 
ly, he would stand as tall as I, 


but in his sin he was bowed down 


until he was not more than four 
feet high. Sin had touched his 
tongue and he could not speak 
plainly. He dropped down on the 
only knee he could bend, buried 
his face in his hands for a mo- 
ment and said, “O God! God!” and 
suddenly the bands that had held 
him were snapped and he stood 
up as erect as 1 am standing now. 

I know the man. I have had him 
in my house as a guest. In the 
Mission at the end of the year 
they always allow the men to 
have an anniversary. When this 
man’s anniversary came around 
he did not read the lesson; he let 
another read it. He let another 
announce the hymn. When it came 
to the time of testimony he bowed 
down as he had been dwarfed in 
sin, and then, with every eye look- 
ing at him, he rose up and stood 
erect, his face shining, his eyes 
filled with tears. 

It is that sort of salvation I

Him face to face, including one 
group of over five hundred peo- 
ple who saw Him at one time. 
Read it again. 

“And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures: And 
that he was seen of Cephas, then 
of the twelve: After that, he was 
seen of above five hundred breth- 
ren at once: of whom the greater 
part remain unto this present, but 
some are fallen asleep. After that, 
he was seen of James; then of all 
the apostles. And last of all he was 
seen of me also, as of one born 
out of due time.” 

There is no hallucination here, 
no “vision.” Too many honest, 
hardheaded sensible people saw 
Jesus Christ personally after His 
resurrection for it to be doubted. 

Not only did the disciples see 
Jesus after His resurrection, but 
they put their hands upon Him, 
they felt of His body, they saw 
Him eat and drink before them. 
In Luke 24:37-43 we have an ac- 
count of how Jesus convinced the 
unbelieving disciples that it was 
really He, risen in the flesh. 

“But they were terrified and 
affrighted, and supposed that they 
had seen a spirit. And he said un- 
to them, Why are ye troubled? 
and why do thoughts arise in your 
hearts? Behold my hands and my 
feet, that it is I myself: handle 
me, and see; for a spirit hath not 
flesh and bones, as ye see me have. 
And when he had thus spoken, he 
shewed them his hands and his 
feet. And while they yet believed 
not for joy, and wondered, he said 
unto them, Have ye here any 
meat? And they gave him a piece 
of a broiled fish, and of an honey- 
comb. And he took it, and did eat 
before them.” 

It was not a ghost, a spirit, 
appeared to the disciples! They 
saw His hands where the nails 
had torn them, and His feet, and 
felt the bones underneath. “A 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as 
ye see me have,” He said.. Then 
further to prove that He was 
there, physically, literally before 
them, He called for food “and 
they gave him a piece of a broiled 
fish, and of’an honeycomb.” How 
fascinated and delighted they were 
to see Him pick the bones out of 
the broiled fish and eat it; they 
also saw Him eat the honeycomb, 
and lick the sweetness from His

preach. Bound with a passion, you 
may be free. Held captive with a 
sin, you may be forgiven. Will you 
turn? I know where you made 
your mistake. You neglected your 
mother’s pleading, you resisted 
your father’s praying, you scorned 
your minister’s preaching. That is 
the way you were lost. 

Up in the Alps I saw here and 
there a black cross, and I said to 
my guide: “What does. that 
mean?” He said: “It means that 
when a traveller slips to death on 
such a point as this, they raise a 
black cross.” I wonder if there is 
to be placed a black cross where 
you are because you will reject 
Christ. I used that illustration in 
my old church in Philadelphia, 
and an old Scotch woman came 
up to me and said, “Pastor when 
you told that story a man in front 
of me dropped his head in his 
hands and began to sob, saying, 
‘I yield, I yield. I can hold out 
no more.’. “I wonder,” she said, 
“if where he sat there could be 
placed a red cross.’”’ What is it to 
be to-day? Black or red? Yes or 
no? Life or death? Acceptance or 


rejection? God help you.

that ye might believe that Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God; and 
that believing ye might have life 
through his name.” 


-~*“*+ These signs and evidences pre- 


sented by the Saviour are part of 
the proof of His deity, because 
they prove His resurrection, lit- 
erally, from the dead. And these 
evidences are written in the Bible 
that we may believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God, and be- 
lieving may have life through His 
name! 


Yes, they were many “infall- 
ible proofs” by which Jesus 
showed Himself alive after His 
passion. And Acts 1:3 adds, “being 
seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertaining 
to the kingdom of God,” 

Forty days this went on, Jesus 
appearing to His disciples, answer- 
ing their questions, teaching them, 
giving them the Great Commis- 
sion. Forty days it went on, and 
the doubting and fearing were 
convinced beyond any shadow of 
doubt. This was their own Saviour, 
risen from the dead. Jesus was 
with them long enough to explain 
to them all the principal Scrip- 
tures concerning Himself. He was 


with them long enough to give de- 
tailed instructions about taking 
the Gospel to all the world. Forty 
days He was among the disciples 
and talked to them, and continual- 
ly gave evidence of His bodily res- 
urrection. 


Literally hundreds of Christians 
saw Jesus alive after His resur- 
rection. Over five hundred saw 
Him at one time. 


Peter could well say, “We have 
not followed cunningly devised fa- 
bles” (II Pet. 1:16), and John 
could properly boast that he only 
spoke of “That which was from 
the beginning, which we have 
heard, which we have seen with 
our own eyes, which we have looked 
upon, and our hands have handled, 
of the Word of life” (I John 1:1). 


Consider how overwhelming was 
that witness of literally hundreds 
of people who had seen Jesus after 
His resurrection, some of them 
again and again and again through 
a course of forty days’ time! The 
Bible rule was, “in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses.” Here 
were hundreds of witnesses. Many 
a man has been condemned to 
death on the testimony of one or 
two eyewitnesses. 
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Only twelve men are required to 
agree on the jury to settle any 
important case. Here literally hun- 
dreds of eyewitnesses agreed that 
Jesus arose from the dead. Not 
one person ever appeared to say 
that they had seen His dead body 
after the third day, nor to contra- 
dict any of the evidence. 


The testimony of those witness- 
es—eyewitnesses, witnesses who 
had handled the Saviour, touched 
Him, felt the prints of the nails 
in His hands and feet, saw Him 
eat, communed with Him forty 
days—that testimony was strong- 
er evidence than any ease required 
before the Supreme Court of the 
United States or before any other 
court in the world. Any group of 
scientists with one-tenth of that 
much evidence would accept as 
absolute fact any matter so attest- 
ed. The evidence is so overwhelm- 
ing that only those who do not 
want to believe and do not check 
the evidence reject it. No wonder 
that the Bible declares that Jesus 
“showed himself alive after his 
passion by many infallible proofs.” 


The Arguments Against the 
Resurrection of Christ Are 
Unbelievable and Silly 
and Obviously Biased 


For ever nineteen hundred years 
wicked people, enemies of Christ 
and of the Bible and of Christian- 
ity, have been trying with intense 
zeal to disprove the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. An examination of 
these arguments of those who de- 
ny the resurrection of Christ is 
one of the strongest proofs that 
Jesus really did rise from the 
dead. Consider the following re- 
markable things about the infidels 
who deny the _ resurrection of 
Christ and their arguments: 


(a) Consider who makes these 
arguments. The Jews who hated 
Jesus Christ and murdered Him 
were the first to deny His resur- 
rection. Liars and murderers that 
they were, what honest person 
would believe their testimony, 
their unsupported word that Jesus 
did not rise from the dead? And 
down through the ages that is the 
kind of people who deny the res- 
urrection of Christ. The wicked, 
the profane, the drunken, the ig- 
norant, the haters of Christ and 
of God and of the Bible deny 
Christ’s resurrection. Carl Marx 
denied Christ’s resurrection. So 
did Adolph Hitler. So did Lenin 
and Stalin and Trotsky. So does 
the whole Communist party. The 
resurrection of Christ is denied 
in the tavern and the bawdyhouse. 
Infidels in the pulpit deny it, to 
be sure, and then favor godless 
atheism and Soviet Russia over 
the American way of life. Surely 
such people are not to be trusted, 
neither in their moral discernment 
nor their judgment. 


Harry Emerson Fosdick denies 
the resurrection of Christ. But 
remember that he is not a Bible 
believer; he never worships Jesus; 
he takes the part of infidels. More 
than that, his judgment is not re- 


am | liable. Remember that he, very 


shortly before the Pearl Harbor 
attack, boldly declared for pacif- 
oo and against armament in 
America, saying that it was ab- 
surd to think that Japan would 
ever attack America. Who would 
risk his judgment? The people 


ni} who deny the resurrection of 


Christ are not the people to be-

urrection have never been based

dice. The bribed soldiers who 
guarded the tomb of Jesus said, 
“His disciples came by night, and 
stole him away while we slept.” 
Well, if they slept, they could not 
tell who got the body. That tes- 
timony would not be received in 
any court as valid evidence. No 
man is a good witness to what 
takes place while he is asleep. 
Not a single person was ever 
found who declared that he had 
seen the body of Jesus after His 
third day in Joseph’s tomb. Not 
a single Christian was ever found 
to confess that the apostles and 
other converts had conspired to 
pretend that Jesus had risen from 
the dead. Were these hundreds of 
people who said they saw Jesus 
alive all liars and deceivers? And 
would they go to. their death for 
the lie? Such an idea is silly and 
unbelievable. Many an expedition 
has tried to find Joseph’s tomb, 
and then to prove by chemical 
analysis that a body there de- 


cayed. (Though even that would 
not prove that the body of Jesus 
was the one which decayed there.) 
But they have never found the 
slightest evidence to substantiate 
any such theory. The reason some 
people do not believe in the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ is simply 
that they do not want to believe 
it, are determined not to believe 
it, despite the evidence. 

(c) These suppositions invented 
by infidels who try to account for 
the apparent resurrection of 
Christ are silly. They are so silly 
and unconvincing that unbelievers 
themselves can never agree. .They 
are always trying to find some 
new and, they hope, more plaus- 
ible answer to the evidence that 
Christ rose from the dead. Every 
infidel, every modernist, has his 
own theory, but none of the 
theories satisfy even the infidels. 

“His disciples came by night, 
and stole him away while we 
slept,” said the soldiers. Then why 
did not the Jews find His body? 
They hated the Christians so much 
and the Christian movement was 
doing them so much harm, that 
surely they did everything in their 
power to find the body of Jesus. 
That would have stopped Chris- 


tianity at its source. They never 


found any such body, never 
claimed to. In fact, the leading 
Jews themselves did not believe 
that Christ’s body had been stolen 
away. Many of the chief priests 
themselves were converted later 
and others, though convinced in 
their minds that Jesus was the 
Messiah, still hated Him, as lost 
sinners do today when they reject 
Him. 

One theory says that Jesus did 
not really die on the cross but 
only swooned, and after some time 
in the grave he revived and came 
forth and appeared to His disciples. 
They treated Him and He was re- 
stored to health. Consider first 
that this is only a guess, without 
any evidence in the world for it. 
Then, it is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that Jesus could be alive af- 
ter being taken down from the 
cross. For six hours He had hung 
there. Before the crucifixion He 
had been scourged with a Roman 
cat-o’-nine-tails, which in itself 
sometimes produced death. Then 
when He gave up the ghost, open- 
ly said, “Father, into thy hands 
I commend my spirit,” everybody 
was convinced that He was dead. 
They thrust a spear into His side 
and into His heart and there 
flowed out bloed and water. Still 
He hung there on the cross until 
Joseph of Arimathaea could go to 
see Pilate, and Pilate could be 
assured by the centurion that Je- 
sus had been some time dead. 
Then Joseph took the body down 
from the cross. The body was 
wrapped in linen and spices and 
left in the tomb. The centurion 
declared He was dead. The sol- 
diers believed Him dead. The Jew- 
ish rulers themselves were con- 
vinced that He was dead. Joseph 
of Arimathaea thought so. Mary 
His mother believed it. All the dis- 
ciples believed that He had died. 
Jesus Himself had declared again 
and again that He would die on 
the cross. In view of the spear in 
His side and witness of all the Old 
and New Testament, it is foolish 
to suppose that Jesus did not ac- 
tually die on the cross. 


Another theory of infidels is 
that the disciples had hallucina- 
tions and visions and _ simply 
thought they saw Jesus. But how 
strange that hundreds of people 
could have the same vision! And 
how strange that Jesus should 
appear to them again and again! 
And it is particularly improbable 
that the disciples should have 
hallucinations and think they saw 
Jesus alive when none of them ex- 
pected Him to rise from the dead. 
All of them had to be convinced, 
against their former convictions, 
that He was really alive from the 
dead. And hallucinations do not 
reappear again and again, day af- 
ter day, to hundreds of people, for 
forty days, and always remain the 
same! And hallucinations do not 


eat and drink in the presence of 


people, as Jesus did! No, such a 
silly supposition cannot merit the 
support of intelligent people! 
Other wicked people say that 
the disciples agreed, all of them, 
to lie about it and to say that 
they saw Jesus. But consider that 
these disciples were not liars. 
They were good’ people. Enemies 
of Jesus were haters and murder- 
ers and liars, but not these good 


men and women who were willing 
to die for the Gospel and went 
everywhere preaching the Word. 
They gave up home and comforts 
and friends, they spared not their 
lives unto death in order to wit- 
ness that Jesus rose from the 
dead. To believe that it was only 
a lie, and that every single one 
of them stayed with the lie until 
his death, is silly and unbelievable. 
Besides, believing a lie does not 
make drunkards sober, does not 
make harlots pure, does not make 
profane people holy. What the 
Gospel did for New Testament 
Christians and what the Gospel 
has done ffor millions down 
through the years could not be the 
result of a lie. 


All the silly arguments of those 
who try to explain away the proof 
that Christ rose from the dead 
are not worthy of the credence of 
thoughtful people of the world. 


The evidence that convinced_all 
New ‘Testament Christians and 
has convinced many millions of 
others since that time is. enough 
to convince any earnest and hon- 
est person who is willing to do 
right and has his heart open to 
the truth of God. 


The One Best Way to Kinow 
That Jesus Is Alive Today 
Is to Try Him as Saviour! 


I do not say that wicked men 
who do not love the truth and do 
not plan to follow it will always 
be convinced of the deity of Christ. 
God turns people over to a rep- 
robate mind that they may believe 
a lie and be damned, when they 
repeatedly and intentionally re- 
ject the light He gives. That is 
the clear teaching of Romans 1: 
21-32. Why should God reveal His 
truth to people who would not 
follow it if they had it? John 3: 
19-21 says, “And this is the con- 
demnation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their 
deeds were evil. For every one 
that doeth evil hateth the light, 
neither cometh to the. light, lest 
his deeds should be reproved. But 
he that doeth truth cometh to the 
light, that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought 
in God.” The reason infidels and 
modernists are condemned is not 
because they cannot believe the 
truth, but rather because they 
will not believe the truth. 

But those who want to know 
the truth and are willing to fol- 
low it can find the truth. If you 
want to know quickly and surely 
whether Jesus rose from the dead, 


whether He is the Saviour, God in-. 


carnate, whether the Bible is His 
Word and true, then set out to 
read the Bible carefully and pray- 
erfully. Read the Gospel of John. 
Pray as you read for God to give 
you light to understand His Word. 
Ask God to help you see the truth 
and to follow it. Make up your 
mind-to love and obey the true 
God when you find Him, to accept 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour and 
Lord, just as soon as God will 
show you clearly that He is the 
Saviour. And coming with such 
an open heart you will find that 
God will meet you. You will find 
that God’s sweet promise, ‘“‘Draw 
nigh to God, and he will draw nigh 
to you,” is true. 

Try God out on His precious 
promises and see if the living 
Christ does not prove Himself to 
you. Thousands of answered 
prayers have proven to me that 
the Christ of the Bible lives today. 
I have risked my home, my hap- 
piness, my honor, my everything 
on His promises, and thank God 
He has proved Himself again and 
again. I know that Jesus-is the 
resurrected living Lord. And you 
can know the same, too, if you 
seek God with all your heart. 

Consider again these precious 
promises: 

“If any man willeth to do his 
will, he shall know of the teach- 
ing, whether it is of God, or 
whether I speak from myself” 
(John 7:17 R.V.). 

“Then shall we know, if we fol- 
ie on to know the Lord” (Hosea 

3). 

“Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh to you” (James 4:8). 

“And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me 
with all your heart” (Jer. 29:13). 

There are truly “many infallible 
proofs” of the resurrection of 
Christ, and all who want to know 
may know for themselves that 
Christ is risen, yes, may know
